triangle near the Plumb Library. Each Sunday morning 
people came from all parts of Old Rochester, which 
included Marion, Mattapoisett, and part of Wareham at 
that time. They came on foot and horses with saddles and 
pillions behind for the ladies. The horses were tied during 
the service to the pine trees that surrounded the meeting- 
house. 

After working all week from sunrise to sunset, 
they came to meeting dressed in their humble homemade 
clothes. Some came because they must or they would be 
reprimanded. Most came because they liked meeting 
friends and neighbors. The men swapped stories about 
crops and cattle, while the women talked of spinning, 
weaving, children, and new patterns for their quilts. Over 
300 people joined the church during Reverend Ruggles 
pastorate. 

The meetinghouse became greatly overcrowded, 
but the formation of a second precinct church in 
Mattapoisett in 1736 helped alleviate the situation. Then, 
in 1739, 33 members and their families left to form a new 
church at Wareham. Meanwhile the town was growing 
thus church attendance continued too grow as "The Great 
Awakening,'' a religious revival swept the country in 1740 
to 1742. 

Deacon Roger Haskell (Chuck Kantner) and 
Deacon John Freeman (Jay Gonsalves) explained their 
duties of watching over the moral character of the mem- 
bers and keeping a vigilant eye on ''Sabbath-breakers.'' It 
was also their responsibility to keep order at meetings

and keep parishioners from nodding off during the long 
sermons. At other times the deacons were sent out to 
members' homes to inquire why they were not attending 
public worship on Sunday. It seems the deacons' duties 
also included prying into member family's affairs to find 
out what their living expenses were to ensure a proper 
contribution went to the church. 

According to Deacon Freeman, it was his duty to 
"set the psalm" at meeting. There was no music in church 
at that time. The Old Bay Psalm Book was used, but few 
people had books so the psalm was "lined out" as it was 
called. The congregation would follow the deacon and 
sing the psalms one line at a time. Deacon John Freeman, 
alias Jay Gonsalves, gave a demonstration of this with the

congregation singing the psalm at his direction, one line at 
a time. 

Dialog between Reverend Ruggles and Noah 
Sprague (Kirby Gilmore) portrayed a length controversy 
that arose in 1739. It seems that Mr. Sprague had taken 
salt hay from a stack owned by Reverend Ruggles and 
Deacon Samuel Winslow. Although he admitted to taking 
the hay and giving it to his cattle, Mr. Sprague would 
never make the confession of sin demanded by the church 
body and they suspended him. He asked for a council of 
pastors to settle the matter, but no final decision was 
given and eventually the case was buried and Mr. 
Sprague was restored to the ''charity and communion'' of 
the church. Sprague was left with a great resentment over 
what had transpired. He felt that this and other actions of 
Reverend Ruggles were in many cases extreme and 
unnecessary and presented a paper of grievances against 
the pastor and other members. Reconciliation had become 
impossible, so Mr. Sprague and his supporters eventually 
left the center church and formed a full parish in North 
Rochester in 1753. 

The First Parish decided to build a new meeting- 
house higher up on the common in 1760. This was owned 
by the parish, not by the town as the previous buildings 
had been. Before Reverend Timothy Ruggles died in 1768, 
Reverend Jonathan Moore came to assist him at this 
meetinghouse. Reverend Moore then became the next 
pastor.

Bryant said. ''Especially during the current (economic) 
climate ... it's taking advantage of the state when we're 
down. I don't think the income generated by casino 
gambling offsets the potential problems ... hopefully I'm 
representing at least a large majority of our town." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to draft a 
letter voicing their opposition to a casino gambling facility 
in Massachusetts. 

The board next discussed a proposal to repeal a 
section of the so-called "Patriot Act," which allows the 
government to access information as to what patrons are 
reading and purchasing from libraries and book stores. "I 
feel, right now, our government is trying very hard to 
strike a balance with this," Chairman Bryant said. "But 
this seems to be a clear example of where residents should 
have their privacy." 

"I guess I have mixed feelings," Selectman Jeffrey 
said. "What it all boils down to is information is power. 
When you take information away, one could say you have 
less power to do the things we're talking about. To be 
honest, I have a problem supporting this, only because we 
only see one side of it. I believe in individual freedom, but 
I also think these are times we've never had before. The 
government has to be careful ... and be sure they don't 
abuse the power they have. I'd like to hear the other side 
of the story, too, because there is one." 

"I would think we could not take a vote ... but as 
an individual, I don't mind saying I support this," Chair- 
man Bryant said. "Whether this is the right line or not, I 
think it's important this discussion should continue." 

As such, the board agreed to not take a formal 
vote on this matter.

requests/' FinCom Chairman Michael Costa said. ''Com- 
piling all of the operating budget requests to date, along 
with assumptions on (state) revenues, we need about 
$500,000 to balance the budget. That, however, assumes 
Marion and Mattapoisett will approve their share of the 
utility bill increase at ORR High School. ORR's budget, 
excluding the additional utilities, is increasing by 1.65 
percent and Old Colony is at a 4.8 percent increase. 
Memorial School is coming in at less than 2.4 percent. The 
governor has proposed that the Chapter 70 funds come 
directly to the town. It looks like about a 5 percent de- 
crease overall." 

Mr. Costa said given those budget projections, 
he's confident the town will be able to cover these short-

falls. ''Everybody makes a good argument as to why they 
need more, but I think we all have to find a way to do 
more with less/' he said. 

"I have some major concerns about doing any- 
thing until we have a really good handle on what the 
state's going to do," Chairman Ryan said. "I don't believe 
the governor or the legislature has been forthcoming with 
information ... they know what kind of a deficit (we face), 
they know the shortfalls out there. I think that's one of the 
reasons the Chapter 70 money is coming to the towns and 
not the schools. If we don't get the money, where are we 
going to get it from? From what you're telling me, (the 
school budgets are) over $2 million — we don't even have 
that in the Stabilization Fund. If I felt better about the way 
the state keeps us informed, perhaps I wouldn't be quite 
so fearful." 

Both the FinCom and Selectmen seemed to think 
it was prudent to defer any major expenditures at this 
time until the fall when they had a better idea of actual 
state revenue figures. Chairman Ryan also said she'd like 
Rochester's $162,000 portion of the ORR High School 
utility costs to be placed on an override along with 
Mattapoisett and Marion. 

Selectman Parker, however, felt strongly about 
giving non-union town employees a 3 percent cost-of- 
living raise since they were bypassed in last year's 
budget. Her argument: members of the police and teach- 
ers unions are given the same salary hikes on a regular 
basis.

Since its inception as a town in 1679 Rochester has been home to those who sought to find refuge 
from the urban encroachment that has taken place in many of our nation's towns.

I am looking forward 
to working with you as an effective and concerned town official on your behalf If you want to ensure 
that your values are represented fairly and honestly and that your voice will be heard, rather than 
patronized, then I need your vote. I feel a deep sense of commitment to preserving those values that are 
important to us all. I will take the time to truly listen to your concerns and will work eflFectively within 
the fi-amework of the law to ensure that fairness and objectivity on your behalf is met. I will commit a 
strong devotion to performing my duties with the utmost character and integrity. If you value those ideas 
put forth here then please vote for me, Don Caspar, on election day. The future character of our town 
depends upon your vote. Remember, you can vote the status quo or you can vote your conscience.

But Mr. Costa said he didn't feel comfortable 
supporting both a 3 percent cost-of-living raise and 3 
percent step increase for the same employees. 

"Whether we like it or not, salary increases have 
always been across-the-board — the cost-of-living in- 
crease plus the step increase/' Chairman Ryan said. "I 
agree there are some things which have to be looked at, 
but you can't penalize only the small group that works for 
the town." 

The board warned that if these town employees 
chose to unionize, it would cost the town more in the long 
run. 

"You want to treat your employees (well) so they 
stay, (so) they don't form unions," Selectman Nunes said. 

Mr. Costa argued that with a maximum 2.5 
percent cap on the town's ability to raise revenues each 
year, it was difficult to support 6 percent salary increases 
on an annual basis. 

"Then freeze hiring ... and no new classifications," 
Selectman Nunes said. "If you give the employees a 1 or 2 
percent increase, you're sending them a message that they 
are expendable. If they unionize, what we're talking about 
here would be miniscule compared to the demands of a 
(contract)." 

Both Selectman Nunes and Selectman Parker 
agreed the FinCom could freeze their annual salaries if 
needed.

• Chairman Ryan noted there is a proposal on the 
table for a Regional Water District with Fairhaven, 
Mattapoisett, Marion and Rochester which would cost 
each community $25,000 to upstart and they are reserving 
an article to fund this measure. "We really can't afford to 
go out on our own to do this, we need to do it with 
somebody,'' Chairman Ryan said. 

• Selectmen noted there is a potential $6,000 
needed to fund Rochester's share of a person to enforce 
the boundaries on the 800-acre Assawompsett Pond 
property. 

• Chairman Ryan said the Grant family has 
proposed to sell the town a two-acre parcel adjacent to the 
Plumb Memorial Library and Rochester Post Office for 
$100,000. "I think we should have Town Counsel take a 
look at it, because in the long term it might be a valuable 
piece of property for the town to have," Mr Costa said. 

• The FinCom discussed the possible transfer of 
funds from the Mary's Pond Beach article to complete the 
restroom facility at the Dexter Lane baseball field. "Dexter 
Lane is an actively used facility today, Mary's Pond is 
not," Mr Costa said. "There's $43,000 in the Mary's Pond 
(fund) ... we were thinking about taking $30,000 to be 
used by the Park Commissioners (for Dexter Lane)." 

Overall, Mr Costa noted the town has about 
$777,000 in Free Cash, and if they use $550,000 to balance 
the budget, it would leave about $227,000 for future 
capital projects. 

"We've been through bad times before, and we've 
survived them," Selectman Parker said. 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to adjourn for the evening 
at 8:52 pm.

TICKS 

Last year, my dog got 10-20 ticks a day. How can I stop that from 
happening this year? 

Your veterinarian may stock Preventic tick collars. These 
collars will minimize the number of ticks that get embedded 
in your dog. A new product called Frontline is also avail- 
able from your veterinarian as a spray or drops. Frontline 
will kill ticks, as well as fleas, on dogs and cats for a month. 

How can I remove the ticks that he gets? 
Grasp the tick near its head with tweezers or a tick spoon 
and pull gently. Rubber gloves or a napkin will protect your 
hands in case you accidently rupture a tick that is engorged 
with blood. 

Can tick bites make my dog sick? 

Unfortunately, ticks carry Lyme Disease and Rocky Moun- 
tain Spotted Fever, both of which are very common in this 
area. The most common symptom of these diseases in dogs 
is lameness.

grants and procuring money from trusts, we had hoped to build 
a state-of-the-art recreational facility in Mattapoisett. 

Recently, the Mattapoisett Recreation Committee 
approached the MYAA for money to regrade Seth Martin Field 
and to build a new baseball field in the northwest corner of the 
lot at Old Hammondtown School. There is no question that this 
work needs to be done, but the money asked for by the Recre- 
ation Committee would seriously jeopardize the long-term goals 
of the MYAA. At a recent Selectmen's meeting, we explained 
who were were, what our mission was and how things were 
going. We stated that we were a 501 C (3) non-profit organiza- 
tion and not the fund-raising arm of the Recreation Committee. 
Although we fully support the project at Old Hammondtown 
School, we had issues with MYAA monies being spent on a town 
project on town land. In our minds, this meeting brought up 
more questions than it supplied answers. If the Board of 
Selectmen had concerns about where monies being raised on 
town property would be spent, why didn't they ask us last year? 
How come the drainage and the grading of Seth Martin Field 
were not properly performed during the recent construction 
project at Old Hammondtown School? The issue of fund-raising 
on town property was brought up. This issue could have opened 
up a whole can of worms that we felt was better left unopened. 

To be honest, the second reason for dissolving the 
MYAA is the fault of its own board. We made the mistake of 
naming our Corporation the Mattapoisett Youth Activities 
Association. This raised some confusion in town. Although we 
explained who we were and what we were trying to accomplish, 
some people still thought we were the ''old'' MYAA 
(Mattapoisett Youth Athletic Association), not a new 501 C (3), 
non-profit organization. Last spring the MYAA was very

involved in small projects at the recently rededicated 
Lamborghini Field at Old Hammondtown School. The work we 
performed included painting the fence, building a message / 
scoreboard, installing the framing for a new batting cage, 
building picnic tables, general cleanup and field preparations. 
Even though these projects were very much needed and the 
children of town had a field to play on that they could be proud 
of, these actions muddied the waters as to the relationship of the 
Recreation Committee and the ''new'' MYAA. 

The issue that was most disturbing and disappointing 
to us was the behind-the-scenes talking and positioning by 
various people in town questioning the integrity and the 
intentions of the Board of Directors of the MYAA. It was 
overhead, a few times, that the MYAA was raising money on 
town property and "running and hiding with it." Take a minute 
and look at the people on the board of the MYAA and tell me 
honestly that you feel anyone on it had any other intentions than 
the betterment of the facilities in town and the children of 
Mattapoisett who use them. The smiles on the faces of the 
children as they enjoyed an Opening Day for baseball and 
Softball (one that had not occurred for over 10 years) and as they 
heard their names over the loudspeaker being introduced at 
Mid-Day Madness for the opening of baskeball season (is what) 
kept us going. The Lamborghini family was present at Opening 
Day to witness the rededication of the baseball field that had 
been named for their brother who died at a young age after a 
battle with cancer. Mickey Bauer's family asked friends and 
relatives to send donations to the MYAA in lieu of flowers when 
their dad passed on last year. 

At the last Board of Directors meeting, we unanimously 
voted to contribute $9,054 towards the construction of a new 
baseball field behind Seth Martin Field at Old Hammondtown

Thz Pianist, Starring Adrien Brody. Directed by Roman 
Polanski. Running time: 148 minutes. MPAA rating: R. At 
Hoyts Nickelodeon and the Bijou in Fairhaven. Spirited Away, 
Directed by Hayao Miyazaki. Running time: 125 minutes.

This week we look at two films, still playing locally as I write 
this, that richly deserve the Oscars they recently won. First up, 
Roman Polanski's The Pianist. 

Polanski is perhaps best known for his thrillers {Rosemary's 
Baby, Repulsion, Chinatown, Frantic), but he has always tried other 
genres — comedy, adventure, erotica, straight drama. The Pianist 
is something new for him; it comes out of his own experience as 
none of his other films do (with the possible exception of his ultra- 
violent Macbeth, his first movie after losing his pregnant wife 
Sharon Tate to the Manson family, and it shows). As a child, 
Polanski fled the Nazis, and The Pianist is about another survivor, 
Wladek Szpilman (Adrien Brody), a great young musician forced 
out of indifference by the encroaching Nazis in Warsaw. 

Polanski's film has neither the narrative depth nor the stylistic 
suavity (sometimes to a fault) of Steven Spielberg's acknowledged 
classic Schindler's List. Rather, The Pianist is single-minded and 
bare-bones. Szpilman has to survive, and he goes with whoever 
will take him in and hide him. As a subject, the Holocaust can 
force a certain pragmatism out of a director (except for Roberto 
Benigni and his ghastly Life Is Beautiful), and Polanski devotes 
both his narrative and his filmmaking to the simple (yet complex) 
process of staying alive. Brody, in a near-wordless performance 
of eloquently silent anguish, matches Polanski' s restraint. The 
right star and director took top honors this year. 

Hayao Miyazaki' s Spirited Away was as much of an underdog 
as The Pianist; though Disney distributed it in America, it was up 
against studio heavy-hitters Ice Age (Fox) and Lib & Stitch 
(Disney), both of which made more money in their opening 
weekends than Spirited Away has made in America to date. (Then 
again, the movie had already made $200 million overseas before 
seeing the light of an American projector. ) Though Ice Age and Lib 




& Stitch are fine comedies. Spirited Away is a bona fide masterpiece, 
and for once the Academy went for quality over popularity. 
(They did that a lot this year, actually.) 

Spirited Away was my third Miyazaki, after My Neighbor 
Totoro (which struck me as too cutesy-wootsy) and Princess 
Mononoke (technically dazzling but a bit too long for the point it 
makes); I wasn't expecting much except well-done animation. 
But there are moments in Spirited Away that should rank among 
the greatest of all cinema. The story concerns little girl Chihiro 
(voiced by Daveigh Chase, whom you may have heard as Lilo), 
separated from her parents after they both turn into voracious 
pigs (never mind), lost inside a strange bathhouse that caters to 
spirits who need to rinse the world's material gunk off themselves 
(Miyazaki returns again and again to nature spirits in his work). 

Many bizarre things happen. Overly literal Western minds 
may not wrap themselves around Spirited Away comfortably, 
though children should accept it as a dreamlike phantasmagoria, 
just as they've traditionally accepted the oddities of Oz and 
Wonderland and Middle-earth. The throughline is simple: Chihiro 
must restore her parents to normal and find her way back home. 
Miyazaki, however, tosses in divertissements like grunting 
disembodied heads and a noble dragon in peril and a "stink 
spirit" and, most beautifully and disturbingly, a dark spirit called 
No-Face that stands rather forlornly on a roggy bridge in a shot 
that immediately lodged itself in my brain as one of the great 
movie images or all time. I would compare Miyazaki, without 
hesitation, with that other Japanese master Akira Kurosawa 
based solely on this film. Yes, you heard me. 

If you miss Spirited Away in theaters, it's due for release on 
DVD and videocassette April 15. The Pianist, at press time, has no 
official video release date but will likely arrive later this year.

spring is here and with it comes the promise of fun-filled 
outdoor recreational activities like baseball. The Red Sox just 
played their season opener this past Monday and soon young 
would-be players in Mattapoisett will also dig out their bats, balls 
and gloves to bask in a repeat of last year's Opening Day glory 

Or will they? 

Sadly, the Mattapoisett Youth Activities Association (MYAA) 
which organized and promoted those first Opening Day festivi- 
ties in over 10 years won't be around this time out. The volun- 
teer Board of Directors of the non-profit organization has unani- 
mously voted to dissolve after attending a Board of Selectmen's 
meeting last month alongside members of the appointed Recre- 
ation Committee which turned somewhat confrontational and 
territorial. Were there an umpire sitting beside me at that meet- 
ing, Fm pretty sure he would have cried foul. 

It seems the MYAA — not to be confused with the former 
and now-defunct Mattapoisett Youth Athletic Association — had 
been approached by members of the Recreation Committee and 
Recreation Director John Haley about contributing financially to- 
ward the construction of a new baseball field at Old 
Hammondtown School. Although the MYAA was poised to con- 
tribute to the effort, the Selectmen made a point of stressing that 
any money raised by the non-profit 501 C (3) corporation on town 
property should be used to support town endeavors ... in other 
words, recreational activities supported by the appointed Recre- 
ation Committee and paid Recreation Director. 

Since the MYAA raised a sizeable chunk of their money last 
year through advertising signs posted at the existing Lamborghini 
baseball field — which they did with the permission and bless- 
ing of Recreation Director John Haley — the Board of Selectmen 
and Recreation Committee both felt that money should be ear- 
marked specifically for town projects such as the new baseball 
field at Old Hammondtown School. 



In fact, there was a prevailing assumption among everyone 
at this meeting that the newly-formed MYAA was to solely be a 
''fund-raising arm of the Recreation Committee." But the MYAA 
Board of Directors clearly stated their mission and purpose from 
the get-go was to support both ongoing activities and events spon- 
sored by the Recreation Committee and work toward building a 
state-of-the-art recreational facility for everyone in Mattapoisett 
to enjoy. I don't think these two goals were at cross-purposes 
and it was grossly unfair for the Selectmen and Recreation Com- 
mittee to paint them as such. 

It's not uncommon for private, non-profit groups to form as 
a means to raise funds for public groups like the Recreation Com- 
mittee since they are not allowed to fund-raise as a town entity. 
But the fly in the ointment — at least according to the Mattapoisett 
Selectmen — was the fact that the MYAA garnered their funds 
by sponsoring advertising signs on public property. Although this 
may sound like a reasonable and cogent argument, I would only 
caution that the town has consistently supported the raising of 
funds by another high-profile non-profit organization for years. 

Two words: Harbor Days. 

Granted, I wouldn't want to jeopardize the good charity 
work of the Mattapoisett Lions Club, but I don't think the ulti- 
mate goals of the now-disbanded MYAA were any less sincere 
or worthwhile, either. 

To me, this last-minute power struggle was an affront to all 
the hard-working MYAA members (most of whom were dedi- 
cated parents), who successfully revived a defunct organization 
and managed to raise both much-needed funding and, even more 
importantly, public awareness of the town's recreational pro- 
grams. I only hope the hand-picked members of the Recreation 
Committee and the $14,349-salaried Recreation Director make 
good on the promising start the MYAA gave to the town's youth 
last year now that the game's over.
